G. O. 48, H. Q. A., May 16, 1881. 

The following order from the War Department is published 
for the information of all concerned: 

The ‘‘act making appropriations for fortifications and 
other works of defence, and for the armament thereof, for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, and for other purposes,” 
approved March 3, 1881, provides : 

‘And the President is authorized to select a board, to 
consist of one engineer officer, two ordnance officers, and 
two officers of artillery, whose duty it shall be to make 
examinations of all inventions of heavy ordnance and im- 
provements of heavy ordnance and projectiles that may be 
presented to them, including guns now being constructed 
or converted under direction of the Ordnance Bureau; 
and said board shall make detailed report to the Secretary 
of War, for transmission to Congress, of such examination, 
with recommendation as to what inventions are worthy of 
actual test, and the estimated cost of sach test ; and the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated for such purpose.” 

In conformity with the foregoing act, a board of officers 
will assemble at the Army Building, New York City, on the 
13th day of July, 1881, for the purpose of making examina- 
tions of all inventions referred to in the law, and miking a 
detailed report of such examinations, with recommendation 
as to what inventions are worthy of actual test, and the 
estimated cost of such test.

Pay and Allowances of Contract Surgeons.—In & case just 
decided by the Court of Claims, a contract surgeon, Dr .J. 
P, Arthur, claimed rental for the rooms occupied by him un- 
der his contract with the medical director, which entitled him 
to $125 a month and ‘‘the fuel and quarters of an assistant 
surgeon of the rank of first lieutenant.” The answer of the 
Government was that the Army Regulations contained the 
only authority for the employment of contract surgeons, so 
they set up a counter claim for all salary paid over $80 per 
month, as that was the limit allowed by regulations for pay of 
contract surgeons in time of peace, when not serving with 
troops on a march, which was to be in lieu of all allowances 
and emoluments whatsoever. The court dismissed this 
counter claim, and also dismissed the claim of Arthur for 
commutation of quarters under his contract, holding that the 
surgeon general could not legally bind the Government for 
any other compensation to contract surgeons than that au- 
thorized by the regulations. As to the authority of the 
surgeon general to make the contract in question, that officer 
said that ‘‘no specific law can be quoted as authority for 
paying claimant for services under the contract ; but an ex- 
amination of the records of the office shows that no fixed 
rate had been strictly adhered to during the last forty years, 
the salary varying, etc., and the surgeon general has exer- 
cised a right to fix the rate of pay to contract surgeons both 
generally and in particular cases.” The Goverament held 
that no authority had been granted, either by law or by the 
President (even if he had the power to do so), to the surgeon 
general to depart from the regulations. 








THE MURDER OF LIEUT. CHERRY. 


Sap news has been received this week from Fort Niobrara, 
Neb., showing that Lieutenant Samuel A. Cherry, of tle 5th 
Cavalry, has been murdered by a soldier of his command, 
while pursuing desperadoes. From the press despatches 
regarding the tragedy it seems that on May 10, Lieut. 
Cherry, with eight soldiers of his command and five Indians, 
was ordered by Major Upham to pursue and capture a party 
of four robbers, headed by Private Charles Johnson, a de- 
serter from Co. F, 5th Cavalry, who, immediately after his 
desertion, taking with him four horses for himself and his 
comrades, had attacked a party in a dance hall 10 miles east 
of the post and killed a half-breed named John Bodeaux and 
wounded a white man. Lieut. Cherry rode in pursuit the 
entire day, and, losing the trail, camped at Sharp’s ranch, 25 
miles northwest of the post. The next morning he divided 
his command and started east, to reach the rations sent to 
meet him from the post. About 10 o’clock, while riding 
along, with Sergt. Herrington on his right hand and Thomas 
Locke and James Conroy in the rear, a shot was fired from 
behind, and Lieut. Cherry, turning around, saw Locke with 
a pistol in his hand, which he pretended had gone off acci- 
dentally. When asked what it meant, Locke immediately 
levelled his pistol and shot Lieut, Cherry through the heart, 
killing him almost instantly. Locke then turned and fired 
at Conroy, at whom he had directed the first shot, wounding 
him and knocking him from his saddle. Sergt. Harrington, 
according to his own statement, seeing his officer shot down 
and a body of men rapidly approaching whom he believed to 
be desperadoes, but who were in fact a party under the 
leadership of Bodeaux’s brother, fled, and, after riding down 
his own horse and Lieut. Cherry’s, which had followed him, 
reached the post at 9:30 o'clock. Locke put spurs to his 
horse and escaped. 

When the news reached the post, Capt. Montgomery, with 
his company of the 5th Cavalry, proceeded at once to the 
scene of the tragedy and sent Lieut. Cherry’s body in. 








A subsequent despatch from Fort Pierre, Dakota, of May 
16, adds a chapter to the developments in this mysterious 
affair. It says: On the evening of May 11, three men, with 
Government horses, arrived at Fort Pierre, one of them 
being seriously wounded in the breast and hand. They were 
arrested by Charles Tockett, Reservation U. 8. Marshal, 
while the wounds were being dressed, on suspicion that they 
were horse-thieves, and were turned over to U. 8. Marshal 
Comford. This morning a detachment of soldiers arrived 
here from Fort Niobrara in pursuit of them, they having 
attacked a ranch 10 miles from that fort. The detachment 
recognized the prisoners under arrest as the murderers of 
Bodeaux. Their names are Thomas Jackson, James Halsted, 
and —— Roberts. Halsted is also recognized as the murderer 
of the Mexican teamster who was killed two years ago at 
Mead’s ranch, Dakota Territory. Roberts lies in a critical 
condition at the Grand Central. It is supposed that a fourth 
man in the murderers’ gang was killed, as a Government 
horse was found covered with blood and also an undershirt 
with bleod stains on it. The gang probably disposed of this 
man’s body in some way to cover their tracks. Great excite- 
ment prevails here, and threats of lynching are frequent. 

Lieut. Cherry was an officer who, though young in the 
Service, had already achieved a brilliant record. Born in 
Indiana, he entered the Military Academy in 1870, and, on 
graduating, June 16, 1875, was appointed a 2d lieutenant in 
the 23d Infantry, and transferred to the 5th Cavalry July 28, 
1876, taking rank from the latter date. In the year 1879 he 
greatly distinguished himself in the fight with the Utes at 
Milk River, where Major Thornburgh was killed. His namo 
became known throughout the country. Of his personal 
qualities an idea can be obtained by a despatch from Fort 
Niobrara, which says: ‘‘The death of Lieut. Cherry has cast 
a gloom over the entire garrison, and as his remains lie in 
state at this post the expressions of sorrow at the loss of 
such a brave soldier are heartfelt and sincere, Beloved by 
his brother officers, honored and respected by his men, 
Licut. Cherry’s manly countenance and genial smile will be 
missed by all throughout the entire garrison. Groups of 
men can be heard earnestly talking of the manly character 
of their late officer, to whom they were all deeply attached 
and by whom many of them were led through a hard strug- 
gle for life.” The purpose of Locke, his murderer, and all 
the details of the sad affair, will of course be duly iuvesti- 
gated. Lieut. Cherry, we may add, became a member of the 
Army Mutual Aid Society in January, 1881. 








THE WHITTAKER COURT-MARTIAL. 


On Thursday and Friday of last week, Dr. Geo. K. Smith 
testified that on the evidence given by Surgeon Alexander 
the colored cadet had been unconscious and was not sham- 
ming. On Friday and Saturday, Dr. George M. Beard, of 
New York, who has given much study to the relation between 
bodily and mental conditions, testified to the same effect. He 
quoted many interesting cases in which persons rendered 
suddvnly unconscious took up the thread of conversation 
where they had left off on regaining consciousness months 
later. 

On Monday, Dr. Francis Carter Gray, of Brooklyn, a gradu- 
ate of Bellevue, and a lecturer on mental diseases, testified 
that in bis opinion Whittaker could not possibly have been 
shamming. The strongest proof of this to his mind was the 
perfectly normal condition of the Cadet’s pulse. There was 
none of the flutter which would accompany any attempt to 
feign unconsciousness. 

On Tuesday, Dr. W. 8. Searle, of Brooklyn, and Dr. Michael 
K. Hogan testified to their belief that Cadet Whittaker, 
when discovered on the morning of the outrage, bound hand 
and foot, was perfectly unconscious. A number of letters, 
documents, and depositions were offered in rebuttal by the 
Judge-Advocate. One of these was a letter written by Whit- 
taker to Prof. Greener a day or two after the alleged out- 
rage. The letter was already in evidence for the purpose of 
affording a comparison of handwriting. Gen. Chamberlain 
said he never expected to be told at this late day that a de- 
fendant could be compelled to furnish evidence to criminate 
himself. Another long argument followed the attempt to 
introduce a deposition of ex-Attorney-General Devens sup- 
porting the character and ability of expert Southworth. 

On Wednesday, under a decision of the court, the Whitta- 
ker letters, claimed by the Judge-Advocate to contain mate- 
rial contradictions of the writer's testimony, were admitted 
in evidence ; but ex-Attorney-General Devens’s affidavit in- 
dorsing expert Southworth was not. Cadet McDonald, whom 
Whittaker had stated he suspected, accounted for his where- 
abouts on the night of the outrage, and said he heard no unu- 
sual noise in the barracks. Surg. John H. Janeway testified 
that he had seen a great deal of hospital service, and had 
read the evidence of Surgeon Alexander; but at this point 
Governor Chamberlain objected to any further evidence by 
the witness or a reopening of the prosecutor’s case under the 
plea of rebuttal. The court retired, and then, on returning, 
sustained Gov. Chamberlain’s objection. Further testimony 
upon the point whether the scar now near the Cadet’s second 
knuckle is the scar of that abrasion discovered on Whittaker’s 
left hand the day after the alleged outrage was give by Dr. 
Alexander and First Lieut. John G. D. Knight, Assistant Pro- 
fessor in Mathematics 2t West Point. Neither could remem- 
ber an abrasion at the spot where the present ecar exists. 
First Lieut. Edward J. McClernand, of the 2d Cavalry, sta - 
tioned at West Point, was summoned to testify as to the 
finding of contraband articles in Whittaker’s room. 

Then, the testimony being all in, the court adjourned to 
June 1, at which time the closing arguments will begin,

Companies F and (, 6th 
Infantry, who compose the garrison here, are experimenting 
in the shap of farming. We hope with irrigation to raise 
enough garden stuff to supply both companies. ‘ihe com- 
manding officer, Lieut.-Col. Huston, has just recovered from 
a severe illness.

Munson as captain, vice Col. W. W. Sanders, who goes to the 
8th as major. We had to bury over 400 cattle lying around 
the post belonging to herders in Colorado.

While writing we have just received orders to go in 
the field. 
Tue Cheyenne Sun of May 11 says: If the people of 
Cheyenne who have any way of going would go to Fort 
Russell once a week, they would feel better. Gen. Brackett, 
the post commandant, takes a great deal of pride in Fort 
Russell and its surroundings, and to him is mainly due the 
fresh and refreshing appearance of things at that post. All 
the way between Cheyenne and Fort Russell, a distance of 
three miles, nature has laid a carpet of green, but inside the 
cantonment, on the parade grounds and in front of the 
quarters, there is a cultivation of grass and trees which 
delightful in this vicinity. Besides the green sward of the 
parade ground inside the drive which runs around in front 
of the quarters, on the side of the drive next to the officers 
quarters, much attention has been given to the cultivation 
of trees and shrubs, which has been highly successful owing 
to the satisfactory and systematic irrigation which the place 
has received under Gen. Brackett’s superintendence and 
direction. During the latter part of the winter he has 
repeatedly turned out the whole garrison and has given his 
personal and able supervision to the improvement and clea:- 
ing of the ditches and flumes that have supplied this city 
with water, and but for his help in this direction the city 
would have felt the want of a water supply. Gen. Brackett 
showed the Sun reporter the place from whence the water 
supply for the city comes, and explained how if a dam was 
built across the canon about a quarter of a mile below where 
the present dam is made for the purpose of turning water 
into the ditch, a lake of pure, fresh water could be made which 
would not only be a continual and healthy source of supply 
of water at all times for the city, but would also keep the 
other lakes filled all the time.

A LETTER from Fort Yates, dated May 5, to the Bismarck 

Tribune, says: Quite a ripple of excitement was caused a 
few days ago by the sudden departure of Running Antelope 
from Standing Rock Agency, with a commission from Gen. 
Carlin, post commandant. It is claimed that the Indian was 
sent away without the knowledge of Father Stephan, the 
Indian Agent, and that he, being responsible for the Indians 
at the Agency, sent several policemen after Antelope to bring 
him back, until he could have an explanation of the cause of 
his leaving the Agency without a pass. The policemen fol- 
lowed the ambulance in which the Indian was being conveyed 
as far as the Cannonball, but were unable to overhaul him. 
Lieut. Brewer, 7th Cavalry, had the Indian in charge, and, 
even if the police had caught up to him, they would have been 
unable to’ bring him back. Father Etephan feels quite in- 
dignant over this move of the fort commandant, whose only 
explanation is that he had higher authority for his action. 
‘The Indian Agent claims that such a proceeding is an insult 
to the department, and it is said that he has telegraphed to 
Washington to find out why the department did not notify 
him of the matter, he being held responsible for his Indians, 
and having had no previous notice from higher authority 
that leave of absence ‘was wanted for Running Antelope. 
Stephan claimed that Gen. Carlin had no more right to order 
one of his Indians to go to Buford than he (Stephan) would 
have to order a soldier from Fort Yates to go to Bismarck. 
It being claimed that Gen. Carlin had no authority for this 
action, advices from Washington regarding the matter are 
anxiously looked for. 

Tue Pioneer Press, of May 12, says: The preliminary 
movement of hdqra. of the Dept. of Dakota to the newly 
erected and handsome buildings on the Fort Snelling reser- 
vation began yesterday, when a number of wagon loads of 
records were sent out. It is not feasible to use the railway 
in transporting the multitude of documents and official effects 
to Fort Snelling, as it would necessitate double labor of load- 
ing and unloading, and the road up the hill at the fort lead- 
ing from the railway station is very steep and in bad condi- 
tion. It will be no slight job, the transferring of the 
impedimenta of an important headquarters for even so short 
a distance, and it is not likely it will be accomplished be- 
fore the last week in this month. By that time all the officers 
attached to Gen. Terry’s personal staff, the heads of de- 
partments and the army of civilian clerks and general ser. 
vice men, will be settled in their new homes, where they can 
scarcely fail to be comfortable. The move is not, however, 
a popular one, as many of the officers haye formed connec- 
tions and gained interests in St. Paul which, although by no 
means.completely broken, will necessarily be interrupted anid 
lessened.

hugh and Stanton, and many officers of lesser rank, but en- 
viable reputation. 

Gen. and Mrs. McClellan, and Miss May McClellan, and 
Colonel and Mrs. Chas. G. Freudenberg, U. 8. A., sailed for 
Europe Thursday, May 19, on the Frisia for Hamburg. 

In Ordnance Notes No. 144, the Chief of Ordnance quotes 
from the ‘American Journal of Science,” July, 1880, and 
from Nature, Aug. 5th, 1880, expressions of scientific opinion 
upon the recent work of Capt. C. E. Dutton, of the Ordnance 
Department, entitled ‘‘The Geology of the High Plateaus 
of Utah.” Capt. Dutton’s report does credit, not only to the 
Ordnance Department, but to the Army and to American 
science as well. Of it the writer in Nature, Arch. Geikie. 
says : ‘‘ In his preface, Capt. Dutton states that he undertook 
the task of exploration assigned to him with considerable 
diffidence in his ability to accomplish it. He must be con- 
gratulated on having achieved a signal success. His work 
bears everywhere marks of the most conscientious and pains- 
taking industry, great acuteness of observation, and not a 
little literary skill in the marshalling and presentation of facts 
observed. Let us hope that the arrangement by which he 
was enabled to exchange the routine duties of an Army offi- 
cer for geological field work may be prolonged, and that in 
further prosecution of his explorations in the West he may 
live to issue other volumes as instructing and valuable as 
that which is noticed here.” 

Mr. IsHerwoon’s old antagonist, Mr. Edward N. Dicker- 
son, has favored the Scientific American with his views on 
the zero-motor : ‘‘Mr. Dickerson said that he was somewhat 
astonished that Isherwood, who had published two or three 
books in years gone by, and expended millions of the public 
money in the attempt to prove that there was no power to 
be got out of expanding steam, should now b2 found advo- 
cating an engine whose entire merit is supposed to consist in 
the power that will result from the expanding of another 
liquid following the same laws as water in its operation ; and 
that, in his opinion, the ignorance exhibited in the first pub- 
lications is equalled by that exhibited in the last. In the first 
publications he denied the value of the dynamic effect due to 
expansion, and in the second one he converts that effect into 
the means of producing perpetual motion! Mr. Dickerson 
then went on to say: The truth is, that any gas whatever 
which is produced by vaporizing a liquid will give out more 
or less of the value of the heat expended in the production 
of it, as it is expanded more or less. Isherwood, in the posi- 
tion of Chief Engineer of the Navy, prevented this simple 
truth from being made available for the United States for 
Many years; and now he is going to the other extreme in 
assuming that if some other liquid beside water be used, not 
only an enormous amount of power can be obtained, suffi- 
cieut to drive Navy vessels without fuel, but that this enor- 
mous power, produced by means of expansion, has the 
faculty of restoring the liquid used to its normal condition 
by its own internal action, when it will be ready to perform

Sim: One year ago the machinery of the U. 8. 8. Despatch 
wes put in thorough repair and supplied with new boilers of 
Bureau design. Made tlhe summer cruise with the cadet 
engineers, since which time she has not been employed on 
any protracted service. 

On the 8th of the present month an opportunity offered 
to give the vessel a maximum speed trial. From the report 
on this trial the fvllowing facts are submitted for your in- 
formation : 

The tctal distance run was 116 knots ; the time required to 
run this distance was 13 hours and 50 minutes. (This in- 
cludes the periods of slow speed, getting underway, and the 
run from Giesboro Point to the Washington Navy-yard.) 
From the mouth of the Potomac River to the Navy-yard 
the vessel had the tide to contend with. ; 
The engineer reports the coal as “indifferent” in quality, 
burning sluggishly at times and yielding 31 per ceut. of 
refuse. 
{t is proper to remerk in this connection that the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering has nothing to do with the purchase 
of coal for steaming purposes. 
The engines boilers and dependencies performed in the 
most satisfactory manner. 
During the run, the speed for one hour and a half attained 
14 knots per hour, while the speed for the entire trial was 12 
knots per hour, on a consumption of 2.'/1 pounds of coal per 
hour, per indicated horse-power ; a most gratifying result. 
The ship during the whole run was uninfluenced by 
wind, 
In conclusion, allow me to observe, that this performance 
of the Despatch is far better than any before recorded of 
this vessel, since she came into the possession of the Gover- 
ment.

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MAGAZINE GUNS. 
N regard to the results of the trials of magazine guns 
which the Germans have been carrying on for more 
than a year, our French contemporary the ‘‘ Bulletin 


de la Réunion des Officiers,” says : 


If we may credit the German imilitary press, the question 
of the conversion of the Mauser single breech-loader to a re- 
peating arm should be already pretty nearly given up. Not- 
withstanding the brilliant results of the firing tests and the 
extraordinary percentage of hits recorded uvon the targets of 
Sempel-Hofer, the adaptation of the ‘“‘qnick charges” of 
Lowé, to the rifle of 1871, wou'd only prove a disadvantage. 
The system is too complicated, too delicate ; a grajn of sand 
clogs its mechanism, a “‘ nothing” arrests its fonctions, and 
there ‘‘nothings” are liable tocome at any instant. The bat- 
talion of riflemen of the Guard, which had for field test re- 
ceived converted arms, has resumed the old service model. 
The last word, however, bas yet to be said, the commission of 
defence having to be heard from. This commission, under 
the presidency of the Prince Imperial, is soon to convene, 
end it is understood that it will avail itself of its right to call 
to its conference General Gros de Scharzhoff, commander of 
3d Army Corps and head of the experimental Board. From 
this circumstance it is predicted that the discusssion of re- 
armament will be resumed. 


Lowé, who is arich and enterprising Hebrew, a great 
manufacturer and a member of the Reichstadt, visited 
the Centennial Exposition, of 1876, at Philadelphia, and 
returned to Germany with his brain full of American 
designs, several of which he has reproduced for Euro- 
pean markets as his own. During the early part of 
last year an elaborate encyclopedia of mechanical arts, 
published at Leipsic or Berlin—we are not certain which 
—contained in one of its first issues a description of an ex- 
ceedingly ingenious machine, the invention being cred- 
ited to Lowé, of Berlin. In its editorial notice of this 
work the London Engineer gave the credit of this in- 
vention, where it was due, to the celebrated 
firm of Brown and Sharpe, of Providence, R. I. 
at the same time placing M. Lowé in the pil- 
lory as a most unscrupulous pirate of inventive 
property. The so-called Lowé ‘‘quick charger” is a 
U-shaped attachment, enclosing the receiver of the arm 
from underneath, and feeding from the upper surface. 
It was the first step of the inventor Lee in the concep- 
tion of the well known Lee repeating arm, now being 
manufactured by the Remingtons, and was patented in 
the United States and in Europe. Upn test- 
ing his invention Mr. Lee at once discovered 
the practical difficulties of its operation, due to com- 
plexity of design, and gave it no farther attention. The 
design which Mr. Lowé submitted to his government, 








and which has been illustrated and described within a 
few weeks in Giornale di Artighéria, of Rome, as his 
production, is essentially this discarded invention of 
Lee, and if any modifications or additions have been 
made, they are such as to make even more objectionable 
the system which had, already been proved by its 





originator in this country too faulty to go on with. It 
is hardly necessary to state that the American inventor 
soon after dropping his first conception perfected the 
singularly simple and effective design of his present 
repeating rifle. 

The Norwegian government, aecording to the Bulle. 
tin, which quotes from the Dagbiat, of Christiana, is 
about to adopt the Jahrmann, a magazine gun of nine 
shots. The tests pursued with this arm are claimed to 
be very flattering. 

The first 100 Lee repeating rifles produced at Ilion, to 
be finished in about two months, are ordered by the 
Spanish government, and, will be issued to the Civil 
Guard. 








THE ZERO MOTOR IN ENGLAND. 


WE regret to find that the report of Chief Engineer 
Isherwood, U. S. N., on Gamgee’s Zero Motor, which 
was published in the Army AND Navy JouRNAL, is prov- 
ing an apple of discord to our English contemporaries. 
Engineering says, in its issue of April 22: ‘‘ We must 
own to considerable surprise at finding an engineer of 
Mr. Isherwood’s experience giving his support to sucha 
scheme As a matter of fact, Professor 
Gamgee’s proposed zero motor is simply a perpetual 
motion in disguise, and the sooner this fact isrecognized 
the better for those who are concerning themselves 
with it.” 

Returning to the subject, April 29, Hngineering 
says: ‘‘The whole affair is a most transparent hallucina- 
tion, and it is perfectly extraordinary to find an im- 
portant Government department lending its support to 
such a scheme.” 

The Engineer, on the contrary, devotes nearly two 
columns of its number for April 22 to showing the prac- 
ticability of Prof. Gamgee’s invention. ‘‘ Apparently,” 
it says, *‘the ‘zero motor’ is ‘perpetual motion’ over 
again. But the inventor of perpetual motion engines is 
always trying to produce a machine which will work 
itself without external aid of any kind. ProfessorGam- 
gee’s scheme has nothing in common with this. He 
proposes to utilise natural forces; and his engine would 
be, if constructed, a heat engine in just the same sense 
that the steam engine is a heat engine, only he proposes 
to work ut much lower temperatures than the steam en- 
gine requires, and to use ammonia instead of water.” 
Explaining the operation of the steani engine in pro. 
ducing power by a difference of temperature, the Hn 
gineer goes on to say: 

So long as sufficient difference of temperature exists, 
power can be had; and itis of no consequence whatever 
whether the range of temperature is at one end of the scale 
or the other. Power can just as well be obtained from a 
fluid working between zero and —200 deg., as from a flail 
working between 320 deg. and 120 deg. In the one we must 
provide hext to raise the temperature above the normal. In the 
other we must provide a source of cold, to speak popularly, 
and it is far more convenient to do the former than the lat- 
ter. We have no stores of ice and salt, for example, to draw 
upon for the production of zero temperature, but we have 
stores of coal which will give us high temperatures. So much 
being understood the rest will be easily comprehended. 
Without going into details it will be enough to say that Pro- 
fessor Gamgee proposes to work an engine between 60 deg. 
and —40 deg., that is to say, through a range of 100 deg. ; and 
this he purposes to do by taking a quantity of liquid ammo- 
nia and putting it into a vessel, which we may call the boiler. 
In this the ammonia will be heated by the atmosphere to its 
own temperature. It will boil, and the gas will bo used in 
an engine. So far all is quite clear. We have one half the 
cycle, but we have yet to see how the low temperature —40 
deg. is to be obtained. It is of course out of the question to 
get this by the use of refrigerating agents ; and it is here 
that the really beautiful portion of the invention comes in. 
When a gas is expanded and does work, it is cooled down. 
Professor Gamgee proposes to use his ammonia so expan- 
sively, that it will be cooled down sufficiently to liquefy. 
Then it will be pumped back into the boiler and the cycle 
will be complete. An engine would thus be obtained capable 
of developing very great power without the use of fuel. It 
need hardly be said that the man who can achieve this object 
may hope for riches and honors such as the world has never 
before bestowed on inventors. Bofore we can say whether 
Professor Gamgee is or is not likely to obtain success, we 
mu-t clearly understand the properties of the fluid with 
which he propos2s to work. 

After explaining the peculiarities of ammonia, the 
Engineer conciudes: ‘‘So far it will be seen that much 
is in Professor Gamgee’s favor; but it must not, there- 
fore, be assumed hastily that his success is assured. 
Something remains to be learned concerning the be- 
havior of the ammonia. The zero motor is in this 
dilemma, that if the expansion be pot sufficiently ex- 
tended no liquefaction will take place; while on the 
other hand, if it is sufficiently great, the engine may 
waste all its energy in overcoming the back pressure of 
the atmosphere. The intense cold of the cylinder will 
tend powerfully to reduce the pressure of the gas at the 
beginning of a stroke, while towards the end it will give 
out heat and prevent liquefaction. A very complex 
action has to be provided for, and nothing but direct ex- 
periment cansettle the questions at issue. Theoretically 
the zero motor is, so far as can be ascertained from the 


somewhat limited data available, sound inprinciple. It 


remains to be seen whether it can be reduced to prac- 
tice. 


We agree with Mr. Isherwood, however, that the 
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jnvention is one having sufficient promise to make its 
further investigation very desirable.”

FARRAGUT MONUMENT—NEW YORK. 

SorrpnEr’s Montuty, for June, is a Farragut num- 
ber. It opens with an illustrated description of the 
Farragut monument to be inaugurated in New York, 
May 25th; then we have an article by J. C. Kinney, 
entitled ‘‘An August Morning with Farragut,” a poem 
by Charles de Kay, on Farragut, and a letter from 
Commander J. Crittenden Watson, U. S. N., with 
reference to the lashing of Admiral Farragut to the rig- 
ging. Commander Watson says: ‘‘Captain Drayton, 
commanding the Hartford, and also Cnief-of-Staff to 
the Admiral, becoming solicitous lest even a slight 
wound, a blow from a splinter, or the cutting away of 
a portion of the rigging, might throw the Admiral to 
the deck, sent the signal-quartermaster aloft with a small 
rope, te secure him to the rigging. The latter at first 
declined to allow the quartermaster to do this, but 
quickly admitted the wisdom of the precaution, and 
himself passed two or three turns of the rope around 
his body, and secured one end while the quartermaster 
(Knowles) fastened the other. The Admiral remained 
aloft until after we had passed Fort Morgan.” He adds: 

When the Hartford rammed the Tennessee, the Admiral 


was standing in the port mizze -rigging, near the rail, where 
I secured him with 2 rope’s-end, having first remonstrated 








with him and begged him not to stand in so exposed a place, 
~as he was ovly a few feet from and avove the deck of the 
ram, which scraped her whole length along that side of the 


Hartford. There could never have been any dispute as to 
the Admiral’s having been lashed in the main-rigging, had 
the fact been generally known that the Admiral himself told 


Ceptain Drayton and me, shortly after the battle, exactly 
what took place when the quartermaster came up to him with 
the rope and the message from the captain, just as I have 
related it. He was afterward amused und amazed at the no- 
toriety of the incident.

Saint Gaudens’s bronze Farragut might almost be called 
the work of some new Donatello.” ‘‘ There,” says the 
Revue des Deux Mondes, ‘‘is the sailor with his simple 
and well ordered costume, the frock coat buttoned close, 
the skirt loose in the wind, the figure well balanced, 
with the legs a little apart, as is natural on a moving 
ground.

the eminent men (with such a master mind and brain, for 
instance, as John Ericsson), who are engaged in experiment- 
ing with and trying to practically introduce real aerial navi- 
gation.

In stating, recently, that Col. Rice’s effort to secure 
the general adoption of his trowel bayonet, and the later 
model known as the ‘‘Rice Knife Intrenching Bayo- 
net,” had been so far unsuccessful, we did not, of 
course, overlook the fact that since the invention of the 
trowel bayonet in 1868, a few thousand of them have 
been issued, and that many officers have testified as to 
their value. The Rice Knife Intrencking Bayonet was 
unanimously recommended for adoption into the Army, 
in place of the present bayonet, by the Miles Board of 
1879. 

But it should be clearly understood that neither the 
trowel nor the knife bayonet was intended to be used 
for intrenching purposes while on the gun, nor can they 
be used advantageously in that way. To use the gun 
as a spade handle or a lever could noi fail to result in 
injury. The printed instructions issued concerning the 
use of the trowel and knife bayonets clearly state that 
the guns must be stacked or grounded, and the bayonets 
used for intrenching only when off the guns. The 
objection that has been raised in some quarters that the 
men would use the bayonets for intrenching while on 
the guns is similar in kind to the objection that was 
made to breech-loading fire-arms, viz., that the men 
would fire too fast and waste ammunition. The Ameri- 
can soldier is intelligent enough to use inventions under 
stanudingly. As already announced, the Secretary of 
War, acting on the advice of Generals Sherman and 
Benét, has definitely refused to place the Rice bayonet 
in the hands of troops for trial; but meantime the 
question of an intrenching tool of some kind—an ad 
mitted necessity on all sides—remains in abeyance. 

It seems to us that now is the very time to settle this 
question. Boards of eminent officers, of great experi- 
ence, and of all branches of the service, are soon to 
assemble to consider the question of heavy ordnance, 
machine guuos, and light artillery equipment. Could 
not the whole subject of the use or disuse of the bayo- 
net, its form if still to be used, and the type of in- 
trenching knife or tool needed be safely committed to a 
board selected from these officers detailed on the boards 
referred to? 

So long as Lieut. Rice is refused a trial of his inven” 
tion on the épse dizit of one or two officers however high 
in rank, he will have a grievance and some sympa- 
thizers. The settlement of the question as we have sug- 
gested would be satisfactory to all concerned, beneficial 
to the Army and the National Guard, and be of service 
to the cause of military invention. 


THE question, ‘‘ Who lost Waterloo ?” is asked and 
answered by Mr. John C. Ropes, in the June Atlantic. 
Mr. Ropes comes to these conclusions: ‘‘ While I fully 
admit the negligence of the emperor in leaving Grouchy 
so long without any instructions, except the warning of 
the possibly intended junction of the allied armies con- 
tained in the Bertrand letter, yet I cannot agree with 
those who, like Chesney, say that ‘the notion that 
Grouchy is responsible for the Waterloo defeat must be 
dismissed, by those who choose to weigh the evidence, 
from the domain of authentic history to the limbo of 
national figments.’ The responsibilities must be divided 
between the emperor and his lieutenants. Charging 
upon Napoleon, as we must, the faults above specified, 
it must yet not be forgotten that had Grouchy intelli- 
gently carried out the emperor’s instructions contained 
in the Bertrand letter he might have been in a position 
to defeat, or at least to hinder, the junction of the allied 
armies. His information early led him to the correct 
opinion that the Prussians were going to Wavre, for the 
purpose of uniting with the English. He wrote the 
emperor on the night of the 17th that if he found this 
was so he should try to prevent this scheme from being 
carried out. Yet he never even reconnoitred on his left, 
to ascertain what they were doing; and he totally neg- 
lected the emperor’s order to place detachments of cav- 
alry between himself and the main army, so as to com- 
municate directly and promptly with headquarters. 
Instead of marching at break of day, he lost four hours 
by his inexcusable delay on the morning of the 18th. 
Instead of moving in the direction of Wavre by his left, 
and on the interior line by way of Mousty and on the 
left bank of the Dyle, so as to approach the main army, 
and to be able to hinder any attack by the Prussians 
upon it, he marched upon Wavre by the right bank of 








the river, so as to leave the Prussians between himself 
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and the emperor. And evenwhen the cannon of Water- 
loo convinced him that Wellington had halted to give 
battle, he persisted in his mistaken course, refusing, 
probably in part from the influence of petty personal 
feeling, the wise counsel of his subordinates to march to 
the field of battle.” The article, which is one of the 
most interesting in the number, shows a careful study 
of Waterloo. 








Tue decision of the Secretary of War, announced in 
the Journat, May 7, not to send teams of the Regular 
Army to Creedmoor, next fall, has caused much com- 
motion amongst the ardent devotees of target practice. 
Doubtless efforts will be made to have the Secretary 
reconsider his decision; with what success of course it 
is impossible to say. The assembling of Regular Army 
teams at Creedmoor has proved of so much pleasure and 
value to all concerned, that we may be allowed to 
express the hope that the action of the Secretary is 
not irrevocable. It will be observed from the terms 
of the order just issued by the General of the Army 
that he contemplates sending teams to Creedmoor when 
ever Congress makes the necessary appropriations. 
Undoubtedly it is the smallness of the contingent fund 
that has led Secretary Lincoln to discontinue the usual 
practice during the present year; but it is to be hoped 
that Congress will duly remove this objection, and that 
meantime the friends of target practice may contrive 
some way to avoid giving up the visits to Creedmoor 
for even a single year. 

WE learn that some objections have been made to the 
distance—400 yards—prescribed in G. O. 45, from the 
Headquarters of the Army, for the competition for the 
‘* Nevada Badge,” it being somewhat unusual and likely 
to debar from the contest many companies stationed at 
posts where a range of the distance in question is not 
avallable. The 300 yards range seems to be the most 
practicable. It is urged, also, that G. O. 43, current 
series, prescribes that all firing at 400 yards shall be 
from the kneeling position—necessarily at the 6x6 feet 
target with 22-inch bull’s eye—while the 300 yards tar- 
get is but 3 feet wide with a bull’s eye of only 8 inches, 
which difference in size is so disproportionate to the 
distances that the former is seldom used at less than 500 
yards range. 














THERE being now pending in the War Department 
great numbers of volunteer pension claims which can- 
not be satisfactorily verified for want of information 
which missing records of discontinued volunteer com- 
mands would afford, and it becoming known in many 
instances that officers of the late volunteer forces have 
still in their possession, or under their control, books 
and other records pertaining to their corps, divisions, 
brigades, regiments, and companies, Adjutant-Genera] 
Drum has issued a circular, published in another column 
of the Journat, calling attention to the fact that all 
such books and records should be deposited in the Ad- 
jutant-General’s office, and earnestly requesting that 
they be forwarded without delay to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral at Washington. 








Tue St. Petersburg correspondent of the Cologne 
Gazette, of May 17, says: ‘‘ Yesterday an ensign found 
a mine of thirty-seven pounds of gun powder under a 
stone bridge at a steamer landing in a street leading to 
the Tsarcoeselo Railway station.” Two naval lieuten- 
ants have been arrested at Cronstadt for abstracting a 
quantity of dynamite from the Imperial Mining Depart- 
ment. 








Orvers have been given to fit out the Hssex at Phila. 
delphia immediately for service. Similar orders have 
been given in reference to the fitting out of the Juniata 
at New York. 








In consequence of the scarcity of men forthe Navy, 
rendezvous are to be opened at New York and Phila- 
delphia, and two months, advance is to be given on 
proper enlistments. ‘Lhe number of men and boys in 
the Navy has not for a long time past been up to the 
maximum authorized by law. 








Tuk Despatch was expected to leave Washington, 
Friday afternoon, for Hampton Roads. The Secretary 
of the Navy and some others were to make the trip on 
her. The Secretary will officially visit the flagship 
Tennessee and any other vessels in the Roads, and re- 
turn so as to reach Washington on Monday morning.. 





Tue papers in the controversy as to the right of the 
‘Navy to rearrange the rank of midshipmen on their pro- 
motion te the grade of ensign, were referred to the 
Attorney-General on Tuesday of this week. His opin- 
ion is expected next week, 


Tue Court of Claims has this week decided the case 
of John P. Sherburne v. the United States. Major Sher- 
burne claims that in addition to the year’s pay ($3,000) 
allowed him at the time of his being mustered out un- 
der the act of July 15, 1870, he is entitled to his pay 
‘*for such term of time as would have been sufficient 
to travel from the place where he received his discharge 
(Washington), to the place of his residence (Lexington, 
Cal.), computing at the rate of 20 miles to a day.” 
This claim was based on the act of July 11, 1872, Sec. 
22, as follows: ‘‘ That whenever any officer or soldier 
shall be discharged from the Service, except by way of 
punishment for an offence, he shall be allowed his pay 
and rations, or an equivalent in money for such term of 
time as shall be sufficient to travel from the place where 
he received his discharge to the place of his residence, 
computing at the rate ot twenty miles a day.” 

The distance claimed was 3,615 miles, which would 
give 181 days pay in addition to the year’s pay received. 
The Court decides the case in favor of the plaintiff in 
an opinion which we shal] give another week. It de- 
fines the terms ‘‘ pay and allowance” as used in the act 
of 1870, and reviews the policy of the Government 
concerning commutation of travelling expenses of an 
officer discharged from service, and holds that officers 
mustered out under the act of July, 1870, are entitled 
to such commutation. 








THERE was & premature announcement this week of 
the retirement of Surgeon General Barnes and Paymas- 
ter General Brown, and the appointment of Chief Medi- 
cal Purveyor Jedediah H. Baxter as Surgeon General, 
and Asst. Paymaster General Danl. McClure as Pay- 
master General. Our latest report from Washington is 
that these changes have not been made officially. A 
newspaper despatch asserts that the order was made out 
and withheld for reasons stated, but which we do not 
wish to repeat on this authority. The Assistant Surgeon 
General, Dr. Crane, is senior to Dr. Baxter, and he has 
a host of friends in the Army who are very indignant 
that he should be passed over. 








ANOTHER of our war heroes has joined the ranks of 
the departed. Brig.-Gen. W. H. French, U. S$. Army, 
(retired), died at Washington, May 20, of apoplexy. 
He entered the Military Academy as a cadet July 1, 
1833; was promoted to be 2d lieutenant 1st Artillery 
July 1, 1837; 1st lieutenant July 9, 1838. Served 
through the Mexican war, receiving the brevet of cap- 
tain for gallant and meritorious conduct in the battle of 
Cerro Gordo, and of major, Aug. 20, 1847, for similar 
conduct at Contreras and Uhurubusco. He was pro- 
moted to be captain 1st Artillery, Sept. 22, 1848 ; major 
2d Artillery, Oct. 26, 1861; lieutenant-colonel Feb. 8, 
1864; and colonel 4th Artillery July 2, 1877. July 1, 
1880, he was retired as colonel, which rank was sub- 
sequently changed to brigadier-general by act of Con- 
gress, on account of his long and distinguished services. 
During the war of the Rebellion he held important and 
high commands. 








Tne Minnesota is to be moored off Coaster’s Island, 
Newport, as a receiving ship fcr the training service. 
Her complement, which is now that of a regular cruiser, 
will be reduced accordingly. Coaster’s Island harbor 
will be a general rendezvous for the training ships. This 
movement does not, it is understood, settle the question 
of the occupation, permanently, of Cuoaster’s Island as a 
depot for the training service, but is temporary only. 


Cor. O. M. Pos, of Gen. Sherman’s staff, by direction 
of the Secretary of War, has gone to Port Huron, Mich- 
igan, for the purpose of surveying and plotting the 
cemetery grounds upon the Fort Gratiot Military Reser- 
vation, as contemplated by the act of Congress March 
3, 1873, entitled an act to authorize the Secretary of 
War to survey, plot, and sell the cemetery grounds upon 
the Fort Gratiot Military Reservation of Michigan, and 
for other purposes. Col. Poe will forward his report to 
the Secretary of War through the Adjutant-General of 
the Army. A joint resolution of the two Houses of 
Congress was approved June 16, 1880, to authorize the 
Secretary of War to sell or lease to the Port Huron and 
Northwestern Railway Company all of the Fort Gratiot 
military reserve, and to authorize the city of Port Huron 
to grant to suid railway company the right of way 
through Pine Grove Park. 








Tue Board, composed of Pay Directors Watmough 
and Gilman, and Pay Inspector Cosby, examining Pay- 
master Stevenson for promotion, adjourned over from 
Wednesday to Tuesday morning next. This was ne- 
cessary to enable Paymaster Stevenson to return to New 
York and transfer the pay office to Paymaster Caswell, 
on the 2ist inst. Postmaster Lyons has been ordered 
to the Navy Yard, Washington, in place of Paymaster 
Caswell. 





Tue report of Commander O’ Kane, of the Gaiena, on 
the late earthquake at Chio, which we published in full 
last week, stated that he was having a further investi- 
gation made. This has now been done. The report, 
which is signed by Lieut. H. O. Rittenhouse, Master 
Austin M. Knight, and Midshipman Harry McL. P. 
Huse, is a most elaborate examination of the character 
and condition of Chio, the phenomena attending the 
earthquake and the probable losses of life and property. 
Rear-Admiral Howell, in sending it to the Depart- 
ment, says: ‘‘ The report is very creditable to the offi- 
cers. Their theories are very ingenious and give evi 
dence of considerable research. I have much pleasure 
in transmitting it.” 





On Wednesday the Monroe doctrine resolution on 
Inter-oceanic Canals, reported from Gen. Burnside’s 
committee, was laid over, in the Senate, until the first 
Monday in December. 








Tue practice-ships will sail with the cadets of the 
Naval Academy on the summer cruise between the 15th 
and 18thof June. Their cruising grounds will not be 
made known until Rear-Admiral Rodgers assumes the 
superintendence of the Academy on the 13th of June.

them probably has suspected the use pointed out by 
Gen. Ord, in his last annual report, which appears as 
an appendix to that of the General of the Army. Gen.

Tue Reading Zagle says : The making of the patterns for 
the Lyman-Haskell accelerating or multicharge gun, at the 
Scott foundry of the Reading Iron Works, has begun. The 
gun will be twenty-five feet long and have a bore six inches 
in diameter. Along the bore four pockets will be located, in 
each of which a charge of powder will be placed, with the 
view of accelerating the speed of the ball after it leaves the 
chamber of the gun and during its progress through the bore. 
Experts who have seen the drawings and have given the sub- 
ject of the manufactnre of heavy ordnance a study have ex- 
pressed the opinion thatthe gun will throw a ball a distance 
of ten to twelve miles, whereas five miles is a good range for 
the best cannon. The charge of powder will be 130 pounds, 
and the weight of shot 150 pounds. It is calculated that a 
shot from the gun will penetrate through two feet of solid 
wrought iron.

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INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


A despatch from Santa Fé, New Mexico, reports im- 
pending troubles with the Navajo Indians. The United 
States surveying party has reported to Surveyor-General 
Atkinson that the Indiaus interfere with their opera- 
tions. A military force will be sent to protect the 
surveying party. The rations for the Navajos are,ex- 
hausted. The younger Indians want war, while the 
older ones oppose it. Whiskey is dispensed to them 
abundantly by spectators. 

Gen. Sheridan has forwarded to the War Department 
the following despatch from Col. Whistler : 


HeapquarTers Fort Kroau, Mon., | 
April 26, 1881. ) 


Asat. Adjt.-General Dept. of Dakota, St. Paul, Minn. ; 


Sir: At a meeting of the leading men of the Indians near 
this post the following speeches were made : 

Hump (Minneconjou)—‘‘I want to saya few words. I 
want you to send what I say to the Great Father and get the 
news back soon. Last fall I had a talk with Secretary Schurz 
and tola him I wanted to stay up here. The Great Spirit 
raised us in this country. What few words I say I want you 
to send to the Great Father. The agencies down below have 
no business with us. That is all I have to say.” 

Horse Road (Minneconjou)—*‘I want to say a few words. 
I want to speak loud, so all around can ‘hear me. I always 
depend on the officers to help me. The Great Spirit raised 
usin this country. I can’t see any difference, We want 
what we said last fall—an agency on Bitter Creek. We bad 
a talk with the Secretary last fall. We tried to hear from 
him ; we have had no word yet. We heard something, so we 
came up to see you to-day. Gen. Miles told the Indians when 
they don’t like some things here to write to him. Will you 
write it down that way? I believe I don’t like to have any 
ones taken away from here. I want to have all of them here. 
About farming, we like that and want to go to work again. 
What cattle we have we like very much. We are in a hurry 
and want to go to work and get rich as soon as wecan, That 
is all.” 

sig Road (Ogallalla)—‘Since I got back here from the 
North I never looked for anything else. Last fall, when 
Secretary Schurz came up, I had a talk with him. He never 
said anything different. God raises us—the devil don’t raise 
us. Last fall I told Secretary Schurz I wanted to raise my 
children the same as the whites. I told him to tell the Great 
Father. I told him I wanted an agency on Otter Creek, on 
the Tongue River. I don’t want the Secretary to change any- 
thing. 1 want you to tell the Great Father and the Secretary 
to give them what they asked for. I told the Secretary I 
wanted to be quiet and raise my children like the whites and 
be friendly with everybody. What I say I want you to send 
off quick. I want to go to work. These Indians all think the 
same. 

Dog Bull (Biule)—‘‘I want to say a few words. All these 
Indians came back from the North and want to raise their 
children here. Hump sent for all these Indians. They all 
came back. He (Hump) wants all to stay here. Secretary 
Schurz was here and saw all this land. I want him to help 
us, and tell tie Great Father I want to hear from the Great 
Father and the Secretary. We want you to help Hump all 
you can.” 

Spotted Eagle (Sans Arc)—‘‘ My friend, I want to say a 
few words to-day. I didn’t come back here to quarrel with 
anybody. They (Hump and Big Road) had a talk with him 
last fall. They told the Secretary to tell the Great Father 
what they said. I want to hear from them two. God raised 
me in this country and this land is mine. Last fall I got back 
here. I have done all I could, and did what Gen. Miles said. 
He (Gen. Miles) told me he would do all he could for me. If 
I wanted to I could have gone straight to the agency without 
coming in here. Hump and the Cheyennes have been here 
a long time with the soldiers. I saw this and came back, and 
would like to stay here. My friend, I want you to hold me 
strong, all you can. I ama friend of all the whites. I like 
farming. I waut you to tell that to theGreat Father. Gen. 
Miles told me he would haye a new ageucy if he could. We 
remember that last fall Gen. Miles told me he would get some 
cattle from the Rosebud. I want them now, wherever the 
Great Father puts us. We want all the creek, and not give 
the whites half. We want both sides of the creek. General 
Miles says he was going to try and find a good man for an 
agent. I try to be strong and friendly. 1 want you to help 
me. I don’t want to go down to an agency.” 

Rain-in-the-Face (Uncpapa)—‘‘ My friend, when all the 
tribes call this way you can look at them. I want to say what 
the Indians think, that when I come and hold my hand out 
like this and shake hands with you I think you are good and 
strong. We are right here in the middle of the country and 
in the middle of the day. We all remember the Secretary, 
when we had a talk with him last fall. They think hima 
good man and mind him. We have not heard from the new 
Great Father, whether he is a good man or not. I want the 
Great Father to take pity on me and help me all he can. The 
old Presidents all acted the fool. We don’t want that any 
more. We all came back here and want to raise our children 
here, and we don’t want to go away from this country. Gen. 
Miles told us a few words last fall. He said we had done 
right in coming back to our own country ; he said he liked 
that. He told us we were going to raise our children and be 
rich in the future, and said he would help us all he could. 
I hope Gen. Miles will succeed in whatever he tries to do for 
us. We willall be glad to hear from the Great Father and 
from Gen. Miles.”

A Fr. Yates letter of May 5 to the Bismarck Tribune SAYS: 
An emissary from Sitting Bull’s camp was here a few days ago, 
and stated positively that the old man would like to come to 
Standing Rock to see his sister and niece, but his fear of be- 
ing hung by the Government should he surrender, stimulates 
his roaming disposition. It is also learned from this Indian 
that some of the young men from Wolf Point and other 
agencies are leaving, and on their way to join the old chief- 
tain. The report that the Indians now at Buford who 
recently surrendered are to be transferred to Standing Rock 
Agency is received with regret. It is believed that the Gov- 
ernment will make a mistake by this move, as the influence 
of the savage is not good upon the half-civilized. At present 
the Agency Indians are comparatively industrious ; but this 
new importation will loiter about the Agency and say to those 
at work : ‘‘ What's the use of working? See us. The Goy- 
ernment gives us our rations, and we dono work. If we 
should work we would get no rations.” ‘That is the kind of 
logic they will use, and an Indian, being naturally lazy, will 
recognize its force. A separate agency for the Fort Buford 
Indians, would be the most feasible way of disposing of

Tne officers and cadets who were at the Naval Aca- 
demy at the time of the death of Commodore Foxhall 
A. Parker raised a sum of money and with it have had | 
a memorial window placed in the Academy chapel. | 
The window is located to left of the altar, and is seven- 
teen feet high and five wide, and was made by Cox and 
Sons, London, England, at acost of $450. The win- 
dow, with the exception of the medallions, was designed 
by the firm that made the glass, which is a beautiful 
specimen of art. At the apex of the window is the star 
of a commodore of the United States Navy. Beneath 
this is a Chirese junk, representing the first epoch of 
naval architecture ; a steam frigate under sail represents 
the second era, and a modern turreted iron-clad indi- 
cates the present period. A scroll, with written char- 
acters upon it, lies at the base of these medallions, and 
the crossed pen and sword show the professions of the 
deceased—author and soldier.

The Academy is now lively ; dress parades every 
Tuesday and Friday and music every morning and 
afternoon make it a delightful place to visit, and stran- 
gers and citizens avail themselves of the opportunity. 

The annual examination of the cadets begins June 1. 
For ten days following the Naval Academy will bea 
most interesting place for sightseers. About the 10th 
proximo the coup de grace will be given the exercises in 
the graduation ceremonies.

MIL ITARY LAW IN ALASKA. 

Tue Sitka Aews of May 10, says that the following proc- 
lamation was issued on May 2: 

Notice is hereby given that considering the absence of any 
form of civil government in the Territory of Alaska, and the 
liability that acts of violence threatening the safety of the 
lives and property of citizens may occur at any time, and 
also considering the necessity of preventing such acts, I, 
Henry Glass, a commander in the U. 8S. N., and senior U. 8. 
ofticer in the territory, do announce that until instructions to 
the contrary are received from the President of the United 
States the military authority will be the only government re- 
cognized, and all residents of the Territory will be governed 
in accordance with military Jaw. 

It is added, a military post has been established at Rock- 
well, and a detachment of officers and marines sent to it from 


the Jamestown, 








A PATENT has just been taken out for keeping the 
barrels of the machine guns cool, by surrounding them 
with water under atmospheric pressure, thus preventing 
the temperature from rising above the boiling point, 
beyond which the action of a gun becomes inipaired. 
The barrel is enclosed in a watertight casing, having a 
vent for the escape of steam. The casing is filled from 
time to time during firing. 

At the trial of the rifle invented by Mr. Costa, which 
took place, April 27, at 11 de Setiembre Battery, the 
following results were obtained: The Costa rifle was 
first fired in order to find the initial velocity of the ball, 
giving 500 metres per second at the first fire, 527 the 
second, 472 the third, and 505-12 the fourth, whereas 
the Remington showed a velocity of 446 at the first, 
448 the second, 475 the third, and 425 the fourth. The 
medium of both rifles resulted in 50-12th more velocity 
in favor of the Costa rifle, or say 3,000 met. more per 
minute. The medium of velocity of the Remington is 
450 met. and of the Costa 501-12th met. per second.— 
Buenos Ayres Standard. 

Two of the new breechloading 13-pounder field-guns 
have completed a trial at Woolwich of 500 rounds as a 
test of service ability and to determine the rival merits 
of two systems of breech arrangement, the one being 
the French or screw relieve plan, and the other a copy 
of the recter lever in a locomotive. Both arswered 
well, the latter especially. Charges of 3lb. 2oz. of rifle 
large grain powder and 4lb. of pebble powder were 
fired, the velocity with the former charge being about 
1,600ft. per second, and with the latter 1,700ft. The 
shooting was most accurate. The targets were placed

Vessels of the Navy stationed or employed at any port or 
along any portion of the coasts of the United States, includ- 
ing Alaska, will not be conridered as special surveying vessels 
for such ports or coasts, and all surveys executed, inci- 
dentally to other duty in such ports or along such coasts, 
shall be forwarded for publication to the Superintendent of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, who will, as always hereto- 
fore, give due and full credit in such publications to all 
parties concerned. 

Surveys and examinations of the unknown parts of our 
coast in Alaska, incidental to other regular duties of naval 
vessels, are to be encouraged. . 

The Bureau of Navigation and Hydrographic Office of this 
Department will publish no chart or charts of any harbor or 
portion of the coasts of the United States, including Alaska, 
except general route charts, on small scales, of such portions 
of said coasts as are included between the territories of other 
countries, or are immediately adjacent thereto. i 

No officer of the Navy shall change the name of, or e & 
new name to, any island, point of land, rock, shoal or other 
natural object along the coasts of the United States, without 
referring the eubject in official form to the Superintendent 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, who, by virtue of his 
Office, is necessarily the umpire in all such cases. 

Every survey of any harbor or portion of the coasts of the 
United States, including Alaska, now in the ion of, or 
in course of preparation by, the Bureau of Navigation or the 
Hydrographic Office, will be forwarded to the Superintendent 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey for publication; and a 
complete list of all names which during the pastgfive years 
have been or hereafter may be progosed to be changed, with 
the names proposed to be substituted, and also such as have 
been or may hercafter bé proposed for or given to sup 
nameless localities during the same period, or in the future, 
will be sent to said Superintendent, who will give due con= 
sideration to all the conditions of each case and do full jus- 
tice to all parties concerned. 

The Superintendent of the Coast and Geodetic Survey has, 
by law, charge and direction of the “Survey of the Coasts of . 
the United States,” therefore all charts of the coasts of the 
United States, or any portion thereof, must be issued under 
his direction. 

The custom of the Coast and Geodetic Survey is to pre- 
serve established names in whatever language they may be, 
and no change should be made without the knowledge of the 
Superintendent of the Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

These orders do not apply to surveys made outside the 
limits of the United States, although it is not advisable to 
change the names of places already laid down on charts, as 
it tends to confuse navigators,

A GOOD FARRAGUT STORY. 
(Special to the Courier-Journal.) 

Wasuineron, Aprit 25.—Capt. Jouett, a brave and enterprising 
officer in the F« deral Navy, was commander of the Meta Comet, a 
first-class *‘ double ender” ironclad, at the siege of Mobile, and 
Capt. (Pat) Murphy, an equally valiant Southerner, was iu com- 
mand of the Confederate ironclad Selma. The two officers had 
been o!d messmates and intimate friends in the Union Navy prior 
to the wir. Now, the greatest weakness of the flesh known to 
Capt. Murphy was a fondness for devilled crabs and Kentucky 
whiskey—the latter as an artistic accon:paniment of the former. 
Capt. Jouett by some rare chance had come into possession of a 
demijoha of the mos! generous Bourbon, some 15 or 150 years old, 
and it was announced by Jouett the day before the grand assau t 
that he inte ded to have the company of Capf.

Farragut selected the Meta 
Comet as h’s yoke-fellow in the engagement, having for her com- 
mander, as was well known in naval circles, the highest confidence 
and admiration. The two vessels were lashed together with six 
inch cables, which the Commodore had just obtained from New 
York at grea: pains. The fight finally pas-ed the decisive point, 
and all that remained was t. complete the details. At this junc- 
ture Capt. Jouett got permiss on to sheer off f om the flagship 
and pursue the Morgan, Gaines, and Selma gunboats. Ins ead of 
wasting time to loosen up the Commodore's new cables, he had 
them quickly cut »sunder in five or six places, and was off like a 
shot. He overhauled the Morgan avd Gaines successively and 
sunk them. Pureuing the Se/ma, he met a more stubborn resist- 
ance, but after losing thirty or forty of her crew t*e Selma sur:en- 
dered. On mounting her deck Capt. Jouett met his old comrade 
Murphy, who, with bis right arm disabled, held out his sword to 
Jouett with his left with great dignity. “ Put away your frog- 
sticker, er exclaimed the victorious Jonett, “ and let’s 
dis; ense with that nonsense. I came on board to invite you to 
join me in my cabin to morrow night, when I will offer you the 
finest spread of devilled crabs and Kentucky whiskey that ever 
tickled your palate.” ‘* Why, Jouett, good God Almighty,’ was 
Murphy's pathetic response, “if you had signalled me to the 
effect that you bad that kind of merchandise on your old tub, 
damme if I hadn't lowered my colors two hours ago.” 

Commodore Farragut’s salutation to Capt. Jouett when the 
next met was tbis: ‘* Jouett, why in the beli and damaation di 
you cut my new cables to pieces, knowing as you did that they 
were the strongest and prettiest cables in the whole Southern 
squadron ?””

Field officers of cavalry, artillery, and infantry may wear 
on all duties trousers of dark navy-blue, with a cord or 





welt one-eighth of an inch wide down the outer seam of the 
leg. The cord or welt to be yellow for cavalry, scarlet for 
artillery, and white for infantry. 

In reply to these up to date I have received acknow- 
ledgments from but 64, about two-fifths, viz., 16 cav- 
alry, 13 artillery, 35 infantry. 

By the terms of the circular the number is insufficient 
on which to found the request to the War Department. 

But the literature of the thing has been quite interest- 
ing to me. Some very characteristic opinions have been 
received, and some statistical deductions may be made 
even from this minority. 

It might be assumed that three-fifths (all those not 
noticing the petition, and four who did) of the field 
officers are content with existing costume. 

Of the 60 preferring dark blue trousers all prefer the 
welt to the cord. 

Dark blue with welt as in petition, 45, 70.8 per cent. 

Dark blue, regardless of detail, 61 out of 65, 93.8 per 
cent. 

Dark blue, plain, without ornament, 2 out of 61, 2.: 
yer cent. 

Dark blue, gould cord for cavalry and artillery, and 
silver for infantry, 3, 4.9 per cent. 

None of the artillery wish the inch and half stripe, 
but of the infantry 11.4 per cent. wish it white, and of 
the cavalry 6.3 per cent. desire it yellow. 

Dark blue, with light blue welt, 17.2 per cent. of the 
infantry. 

One officer wished the ground of infantry shoulder 
strap to be made white at same time to accord with 
welt. 

No officer wishes the broad infantry light blue strij-e. 

No artilleryman wishes the broad stripe. 

Only one cavalry officer, other than those who like 
present use, desires broad stripes. 

Of the cavalry 32, artillery 52, infantry 46.7 per cent. 
have expressed an opinion. 

Some are very enthusiastic over the proposed exten- 
sion of use, others sharply critical on details. 

It will scarcely do to assume that 85 officers are op- 
posed to the extension of ‘‘use.” These are probably 
made up: 

Of some that the circular did not reach. 

Of some too lazy to answer ‘‘ this week.” 

Of some into whose pigeon holes of ‘‘ unfinished busi- 
ness ” the circular went. 

Ot some who very properly considered their opinions 
none of my business. 

Of some who thought that silence was the best way 
of expressing satisfaction with present use. 

Of some who did not like to make me feel bad by 
differing from me. 

Of some who were not bred to answer unnecessary 
letters. 

To gain all this information cost me just five dollars— 
dog cheap. 

In the correspondence many other good suggestions 
arose, but the interest exhibited in the matter on hand 
does not justify me in undertaking any more at the pre- 
sent time.

THE FIRST BRIGADE FIELD DAY. 

gnized customs of the service (National 
Guard State of New York) before the era of spring 
iuspections, was a field day by brigade, during which 
guard mountin®, battalioa, and sometimes company drills, 
brigade evolutions, review, and dress parade, were indulged 
in. These brivzade parades u-ually occurred during the lat‘er 
half of May and first half of June, and were looked upon as 
a means of showing to the authorities and public the pro- 
ficiency attained by individual organizations during the win- 
ter’s drill They were looked forward to by both 
officers and men, and wer ways most thoroughly enjoyed. 
The spring Official inspections caused the postponement of 
these parades, a grand review in the Fall taking their place. 
This change did not prove satisfactory to brigade or regimental

searon,. 


commanders, and during the season independent drills and | 


parades were made, usually weil attended and productive 
of most beneficial results to both officers and men. Early 
this year it was understood that the State inspections would 
not take place in the 1st and 2d Divisions until the fall, so 
the brigade commenders fell back on the old idea and de- 
termined on field daysin May. It is unfortunate for the 
troops of the 1st division, that with all their proficiency, and 
the number of instances on which they have responded to 
the call for aid of the State, county, and city authorities that 
their claims for the procurement of a proper drill ground has 
been ignored and slighted, and in order to execute the move- 
ments prescribed for the evolutions of a brigade, the com- 
mands—through the courtesy of the King’s county authori- 
ties—are compelled to visit Prospect Park, Brooklyn, 
which, according to the means of transportation, may be 
anywhere from two to four hours’ distance from the armories. 


Notwithstanding this fact the regimental officers gladly hailed 


the announcement of brigade field days, extra drills were | 


had, and the men enjoined to be prompt and perfect, as com- 
parisons would be made, not only between regiments but 
between companies, and each commander was anxious that 
his organization. should be quoted as at least equal to the 
best. Eleven years ago this brigade paraded for drill at 
Prospect Park, meeting with the most violent storm of that 
summer. ‘The drill was, however, carried out, and though 
the men were necessarily uncomfortable they preferred the 
work in the rain rather than be termed “ fair weather sol- 
diers.” On June 12, 1871, the brigade was again ordered to 
parade, but meeting another storm the drill was postponed. 

This action of the brigade commander, Gen. Ward, met with 
the usual condemnation—in that the men lost half a day for 
no purpose. At that time the JourNnat printed numerous 
communications from National Guardsmen, condemning this 
action of the General, their tenor being that rain or shine 
the brigade should have paraded. The commands were again 
assembled three days later, meeting, if anything, worse 
weather than on the 12th, yet the drill was carried out to the 
satisfaction of all coucerued. From this time—ten years 
ago—the brigade has not paraded for drill untilon Thursday, 
May 12, when, instead of its usual storm of wind and rain, 
it met the broiliug heat of asummer sun. The brigade is at 
present composed of five regiments of infantry, viz. : 5th, 
Col. Charles 8. Spencer; 9th, Col, 8. O. Ryder ; 11th, Col. F. 
Unbekant ; 12th, Col. 8S. V. R. Cruger; and 22d, Col. J. Por- 
ter, in al) about 3,000 officers and men, under command of 
Brig.-Gen. Wm. G. Ward. The command was ordered to 
parade in fatigue uniform, heavy marching order, modified 
so as to leave behind the haversack and canteen, the several 
battalions assembling at their armories between 7 and 8 
A. M., or in season to reach Prospect Park by 11 a.m. The 
5th and 11th, both quartered in Grand street, crossed the 
ferry to Williamsburgh, and reached the parade ground by 
horse cars, The 12th b: 
Fulton street. and cars to Fiatbush avenue entrance ; the 9th 
and 22d by %th avenue elevated to Atlantic street, and cars 
to west entrance of the park. The commands were on hand 
at the specified hour, ali reporting to the brigade commander. 
By this time the sun was out in full force, and a sweltering 
day was looked forward to. The grounds, though weil adapted 
for drill purposes, are devoid of shade of any kind, and even 
at this early hour the men suffered from the heat. Undress 
guard mount (brigade) was the first of the military cere- 
monies, each regiment sending its detail. It wus naturally 
supposed thut the several commands had been instructed in 
this ceremony, but the formation proved that from the adju- 
tant-general of the brigade to the left file of the guard all 
were at sea, and most completely ignorant of their duties, 
In bringing up bis detail the sergeant-major of the 11th regi- 
ment, the detail being very late, placed them on the line, and 
without dressing, opening ranks, or saluting, deliberately 
walked back to his regiment, with the remark, ‘‘ There, you 
have them now.” Three times was the twenty-six files of this 
guard formed iu line by the brigade staff officers engaged, 
each time being worse than its predecessor, and but for the 
intervention of the General, it is almost safe to say the guard 
would not have been correctly formed. It was expected that 
the details of the 22d and 12th would be correct at this forma- 
tion ; the sergeant of the 22d, however, passed through the 
first open interval, instead of the passing by the right of the 
guard, while the sergeant of the 12th, detailed as sergeant 
of the guard, though reporting the detail correctly, had but 
a very faiut idea of the duties of his position. The inspec- 
tion was on a par with the formation, it could hardly havo 
been worse. During this inspection the brigade band played 
a favorite air, ceasing with the inspection, and though the 
‘sound off” is required even at undress guard mounting 
it was omitted on this oveasion. The present, to the officer 
of the day was very poor. The ceremony, a8 a whole, was 
one of the worst we have ever witnessed, and was simply a 














regimental guard mount, with the brigade adjutant-general 
actiug as adjutant, and the inspector acting as sergeant- 
major. Had Gen. Ward turned over this ceremony to the 


ure 
adjutant of the 9th, 12th, or 22d, he would have had a good, 
and at least a correct, guard mount. 

At about. 11.45 assembly was sounded for brigade forma- 
tion, the regiments in the meanwhile having doffed their 
knapsacks and been equalized. This formation was but fair, 
and was of the slowest possible kind, the command being in 
the following order : 22d on the right, eight companies of 
sixteen files ; 5th, eight companies of eight files ; 12th, eight 
companies of twelve files ; 11th, eight companies of twelve 


files ; and the 9th on-the left, eight companies of but twelve 
files; in all about 1,200 ofticers and men, including the 


brigade band. This very small turn-out was most freely | 
commented on by the spectators, for at armory drills and | 
street parades the 22d usually musters ten companies, sixteen 
to twenty files; the 9th, ten companies, twenty to twenty- 
four files ; the 11th, ten companies, twelve to sixteen files; 
while the 5th, with a roll of over 550 men, paraded but a | 
shade beyond the strength of a good company. The 12th | 
was the only command to show anything like its effective | 
strength, for its average attendance at parades is but eight | 
commands of sixteen files front. This very slim attendance 
of the 5th and 9th, especially the latter regiment, was the | 
subject of much discussion, even among the men of the 
other organizations. After receiving the command, the 
general exercised the brigade in a few movements of the

|manual of arms, after which the line was advanced, and 

}marched in retreat, the 3d the battalion of direction. 

; Column of fours was next formed, and the brigade marched 
to the upper end of the field; direction was changed to the 
left, and then each battalion line was formed by fours left, 
and advanced in line the length of the field. After steady- 
ing, the march in line of the 22d regiment was superb ; that 
of the 5th, though but sixty-four files front, was of the very 
worst. The step was completly ignored, while alignment 
seemed to be something heretofore unheard of by officers 
and men. The march of the 12th was of the very best, step 
steady and alignment well preserved. This is a favorite 
movement of the 12th, and in this march the regiment 
upheld its well earned reputation. The march of the 11th 
was very good, and that of the 9th excellent, though not 

| equal to that of the 22d and 12th. 

After a halt the colonels were directed to assume command 
of their regiments for battalion drill. This drill in the 22d, 
12th, and 11th consisted of changes of front, ployments 
into column and deployments into line, double column of 
fours and deployment, on right and left into line from 
column of fours, marchings in column and by the flank with 
the changes of direction, in line and while in column of 
| divisions. In this latter movement the 22d showed to 

splendid advantage, the double time of the rear divisions 
being of the very highest order and well deserving of the 
| warmest compliments. The wheelings too, were excellent, 
| while the marchings were as steady and regular as though 
| executed in the Fourteenth street armory. The regiment on 
the whole showed to splendid advantage, and was warmly 
praised by the military spectators. The 12th executed the 
same movements as the 22d, with the exception of the change 
of direction in column of divisions. The ployments and 
deployments were splendidly executed, smooth and snappy, 
and though the marchings were not as steady as those of the 
| 22d, the general promptness of officers and guides, and the 
knowledge exhibited by the men in obeying orders were most 
commendable, and showed the command to be in first class 
shape. The changes of front were remarkably clean, while 
the ployments by two movements were rapid and prompt, 
the smallest detail of the manceuvres being neither s'ighted 
or neglected. 

The 11th regiment executed the same general movements, 
and though the men were tired and dusty—having lost their 
way while moving from the cars to the parade ground—they 
manceuvred in very fair shape. Col. Unbekant and Major 
Fabrig deserve the warmest of commendation for the 
manner in which they explained the several movements and 
instructed officers and guides in their execution. The drill 
of the 11th no doubt suffered in comparison with those of 
the 22d and 12th, but stood out, to their great credit, when 
compared with that of the 5th or even the 9th. The 11th 
regiment, though showing to very poor advantage in their 
dirty uniforms, redeemed themselves by their efforts to 
execute the movements of the battalion drill in good shape. 
The company officers in this regiment are very poor, while 
the guides and file closers are, as a rule, ignorant of the 
the many points of their duties, A non-commissioned ofti- 
cers’ school and a sharp board of examiuation would greatly 
improve this regiment. The battalion drill of the 5th regi- 
|ment was of the very worst, iu fact it was so poor that it 

is beyond criticism. 

The 9th contented themselves with the manual of arms, 
| loadings and firings, and a few simple movements in the 
school of the battalion, The manual of arms was fair, but 
the loadings and firings very poor. The manual of the load 
was completely ignored, the movements were slurred, time 
was forgotten, while the volleys could hardly have been 
poorer. In the battalion manceuvres the heart seemed to be 
wanting in both officers and men, and though the field officers 
were energetic, the life so necessary to the perfection of field 
evolutions could not be infused into themen. Lack of num- 
bers told on the morale of the command. The drill 
| of the regiment was positively bad. 

At about 12:45 recall was sounded, and the regiments moved 
to their origiual line, stacked arms, and were dismissed for 
luncheon, {The weather had been steadily growing warm and 
warmer until the thermometer had reached the top figures of 
the nineties, and when the men were relieved from the strain 
of drill the extreme heat began to tell. Lunch was neglected, 
the men seeking for something to quench their thirst. The 
water accommodations on this parade ground are none of the 
best, so many of the men ran the guard at the lower entrance, 
while the unguarded fence at the back of the field offered 
ample facilities for slipping out and obtaining drink from the 
numerous venders. The mid-day rest lasted about one hour 
and a half, and at the formations, preparatory to the brigade 
drill, the effects of the heat and drink were most plainly per- 
ceptible. The 5th regiment had been allowed a clean swing; 
a large number of the 11th and 9th, with a few of the 22d, 
had run the guard, and in their endeavors to return were 
stopped at the gates. A row was the consequence, but law 
and order—the guard—triumphed, and the delinquents were 
placed in the guard-house. At one time the trouble at the 
gate promised to become serious, the 5th, 9th and 11th 
regiment men being jumbled in grand confusion, liquor and 
the heat were at work, and strong measures were needed to 
suppress the refractorymen. Two sergeants of the 5th, who 
were drunk, and tke ring leaders of the party were promptly 
arrested, and when the line was formed were marched along 
the front and publicly reduced to the ranks, their chevrons 
being cut off before the brigade. Shortly after 2 p. mu. the 
brigade line was established, the regiments being formed in 
line of battle on the right battalion. This formation was 
very poor, the brigade staff being unable to correctly estab- 
lish the guides of the 1st battalion. The 22d regiment, which 
held the right was slow to get into position, the 5th were 
still under a cloud, while the 12th, 11th, and 9th were kept 
at a stand still, awaiting the completion of the movements 
on their right. The annoyance of the brigade commander 
at this delay was easily seen, and the adjutant-general being 
unable to straighten out the 5th regiment, aligned the guides 
of the 12th, and then not waiting fur the 11th or 9th to per- 
fect their alignments, turned over the command to the 
General. The formation was one of the poorest we have ever 
seen, 

The long wait for the battalions and brigade formation, 
added to the increasing heat, began to tell on the men, par- 
ticularly in the German organizations, 5th and 11th regt-., 
and before the brigade was turned over several men were 
carried to the rear overcome by the heat. It was most un- 














fortunate that no provisions had been made for a field hos- 
pital; the brigade surgeon was absent, as were also the sur- 
geons of the 11th regiment; and of the surgeons present but 
two had taken any means to provide for sickness among 
their men. Of these, the surgeon of the 22d, Dr. Sims, had 
a field knapsack, hospital, regimental property, while the 
surgeon of the 12th, Dr. Jewett, had procured a like knap- 
sack from the Commissary-General of Ordnance, 8. N. Y. 
In addition to this knapsack, which, by the way, served for 
four regiments of the brigade, the 12th, through its quarter- 
master, Lieut. E. R. Powers, had sent a tent to the parade 
ground. This was a most fortunate circumstance, and but 
for the thoughtfulness of the Q. M. of this regiment much 
extra suffering, through want of shelter, would have been 
had by the officers and men of the brigade overcome by the 





heat. In addition to this tent Lieut. Powers had sent out an 
extra supply of ice—an article worth its weight in gold dur- 
ing the afternoon—and the thanks of the brigade is due hini 
for this foresight. 

On assuming command General Ward at once commenced 
the movements of the drill. These were a general aligament, 
open and close ranks, loadings and firings. In these latier 
movements the honors were even between the 22d and 12th. 

The manual of the loading was handsomely executed, not a 
movement being slurred, while the volleys were delivered in 
splendid shape. In the 5th and 11th the execution was most 
d. fective, the volleys of the 5th being more Jike the explosion 
of a pack of fire-crackers than the fire of a battalion of sol- 
diers. The 9th, too, was very poor, and though not as bad 
as the 11th were far behind what was expected. An advance 
and retreat in line, the 3d the battalion of direction, was 
next handsomely performed, and then two companies of 
skirmishers were sent out, one from the 12th (Co. K) to 
cover the left of the liane from the centre, and one from the 
22d to cover from the right to the centre. The movements 
of these skirmishers were closely watched by the spectators, 
it being a new feature in the drills of the National Guard. 
At the command “on right four take intervals,” Co. K, of 
the 12th, advanced promptly to the front, and deployed in 
most excellent shape. The company of the 22d executed the 
movement in quick time instead of double time as it should 
have been, and under the supervision of the colonel, and but 
for the halting of the brigade line their skirmishers would 
have beeu run over. The skirmisbers were advanced in 
double time, then assembled, and resumed their places, 
Meanwhile the brigade line advanced, and when clear of the 
skirmishers commenced firing. This was one of the most 
effective points of the drill, and was warmly apvlauded.- 
“Column of masses on Ist division, 1st battalion right in 
front,” was the next movement, followed by “ change direc- 
tion by the left flank,” and march to the right. These 
movements were generally well executed, but were very 
slow, particularly in the dressing, there being almost a total 
absence of the command * front” in completing the move- 
ments. The “support arms,” with the exception of the 
companies of the 22d and 12th, was most remarkably slow, 
the commandants of divisions evidently waiting for the 
order “front” of succeeding divisions. This rule should 
only be used in successive formations; see par. 419, Tactics. 
All formations in column cf subdivisions are dressed, and 
arms supported regardless of other subdivisions of the 
column; se par. 490, Tactics. 

‘*Change front in column of masses on 1st division, Ist 
battalion.” was promptly executed in all but the 5th regt., 
whose officers aud men seemed to be completely lost. In the 
22d regt., the commandant of the 2d division evidently mis- 
took the command for a deployment, and couducted the 
head of his division for the purpose; but being promptly ir- 
formed as to the nature of the movement, handsomely recti- 
fied the error, followed by the other divisions, whose com- 
mandants evidently appreciated his position. In this 
connection we cannot too warmly commend the officers of 
the 22d for the handsome manner in which orders and in- 
formation were transmitted during this drill. It was truly 
‘*one for all, and all for one.”” ‘Tue column of masses wee 
then marched by the flavk to the right, halted, and column 
reformed by fours left. Then the several regiments 
formed line of masses on Ist division, 1st battalion, 
and deployed on 1st Division. The column of masses 
was again formed, aud after a march by the right 
flank of masses, a hilt was ordered, bayonets fixed, and the 
heat having become almost unbearable the arms; were stacked 
and the regiments dismissed to await orders. 

During this drill numbers of the men were overcome b 
the heat and were carried to the rear, the tent of the 12t 
being in reality an hospital, for there were over a dozen men 
of the Brigade under the doctor's care, while along the line 
of the rear fence men were stretched out awaiting the at- 
tendance of the surgeons. ‘The mass of these sufferers came 
from the 5th and 11th regiments, much of ‘the trouble being 
caused through the excessive use of stimulants. 

Numbers of the men suffered from the heat at this par- 
ticular hour of the day, and the great error complained of, 
if error it was, was in dismissing the men, yet allowing them 
no chance to obtain the meagre shelter of the trees on the 
left of the grounds. During this rest Surgeon Roof of the 
9th, the acting brigade surgeon, lent his aid and assistance 
wherever he was most needed, while Surgeons Jewett, 12th, 
and Messimer, 5th, were most actively engagedjin the impro- 
vised hospital. Surgeon Sima, of the 22d, had found a shel- 
ter for the sick men of his command on the extreme right of 
the field, all of whom were well taken care of, 

Early in the afternoon Major-Gen. Alexander Shaler, com- 
manding Ist Division, accompanied by his staff, arrived on 
the ground, and at 4.30 p.m., the heat having somewhat 
moderated, the assembly was again sounded and the men 
went promptly to their stacks, the brigade being in column 
of masses, ‘By battalion, change direction by the right 
flank,” was the first command, the movement beiag neatly 
executed ; this was followed by ‘on first battalion take de- 
ploying distance,” and ‘‘depioy on 1st Division,” each bat- 
talion. . The 22d were decidedly slow to execute this move- 
ment, but whether through the fault of its division command- 
er or the brigade staff officers we are not able to determine, 
The 5th, under Lieut.-Co]. Webber, the Colonel not having 
reported for duty, endeavored to execute this movement, 
The divisions were wheeled to the left in column of fours, and 
having gained a proper interval were reformed to the front 
and then ordered to deploy. These movements were execu- 
ted, but apparently not by any known tactics. The regiment, 
however, finally reached its position. The 12th executed the 
march by the flank in good shape, and having advanced to 
the frout in column of divisions, deployed while on tha 
march in a most creditable manner. The formation in the 
1lth was executed in fair shape, while that of the 9th was 
certainly the best performed mancuvre of the battalion 
during the day. It was clean and prompt, and officers and 
men were in accord. A general alignment was then execu- 
ted, the ranks were opened for review, and the ‘‘ present ’’ 
delivered in splendid shape. The general appearance and 
steadiness of the several regiments, at the open ranks and 
present, were of the highest order, and it was easily seen 
that, but for the freak of the clerk of the weather in send- 
ing Gen. Ward August iustead of May weather, the drill and 
review would have been equal to any previously held on this 
field. 

The review in line was omitted, the General closing ranks 
and breaking intv columns of divisions for the passage. 
‘* Pass in review, forward, guide right,” was then given in 
the clear tones of the brigade ccmmander, but before the 
order ‘‘ march” was given a grateful shower fell upon the 
column, whiie a gentle breeze fanned the heated faces of 
the men. This change in the atmosphere acted as a tanic 
to the fevered troops, and an instantaneous ‘‘ brace up” was 
observed throughout the column. Thetwo changes of di- 
rection were made in splendid shape, even the 5th pose | 
to good advantage, and as the head of the column en 

the straight in front of the reviewing party the slim ranks 
were the only evidence that the brigade had passed through 
a torturing afternoon. The saJuteof the General and staff 





was excellent and delivered as though by one man; the band 
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of the 22d regiment under Gilmore, sixty pieces, then passed 
and wheeled out in splendid shape. The regimental drum 

were not consolidated, and did not parade with their 
regiments during this review. The 22d regiment, under Col. 
Porter, headed the brigade column, and passed with their 
usual swinging step, alignments and distances of the very 
best. As each division passed round after round of applause 
greeted the men, The regiment was at its best, and but for 
the paucity of numbers would be considered the cream of a 


“marching regiment.” The 22d regiment has sel- 
dom done better marching than on this occasion. 
The passage of the 5th, with Colonel Spencer at 


its head, only served to heighten the effect of the march 
past of the 22d. The divisions but sixteen front and with 
almost skeleton rear ranks appeared to very poor advantage, 
while of the marching and distances the less said perhaps the 
better. Tbey could hardly have been worse. The 12th fol- 
lowed, Lieut.-Col. Wilson in command, Col. Cruger having 
surrendered to the enemy—the sun. This regiment also 
showed weak in the rear ranks, bu tthe magnificent marching, 
perfect alignments, accurate distances, and correct salutes 
won round after round of applause from the spectators, and 
it was most freely acknowledged among the line of military 
guests, that only in numbers did the 22d excel in this march 
past, The 11th, Col. Unbekant, made a fair passage, but 
showed the inroads made in its ranks by the excessive heat. 
The salutes of the officers were very bad, hardly one of them 
being made at the correct distance. The 9th, under Colonel 
Ryder, was on its mettle, but its very small fronts detracted 
from its otherwise splendid appearance, As was remarked 
by an officer of the 2d Division who had seen the command 
drill for the first time on this occasion, “‘ It was a parade 
regiment.” Their a was of a high order, alignments 
excellent, and distances well preserved. Their passage, how- 
ever, was second to that of the 22d and 12th. After circlin 
the field in column of divisions, each regiment form 
column of fours, then wheeled into battalion line, stacked 
arms, donned their knapsacks, and marched off the ground 
returning to their armories, which were reached shortly after 
7:30 Pp. M. 

The drill was not a, success, and yet it was through no 
fault of the brigade commander. The weather was most 
unheard of for the season of the year, 93 deg. in Now York 
city in May being beyond the remembrance of the oldest in- 
habitant. Added to this, it must be remembered that the 
first weeks in May are the very pressing ones on the average 
militiaman. May Ist is moving day, and immediately 
thereafter every mechanic is at his wit’s end to satisfy people 
who wish changes and repairs ; and many members of this 
brigade, who pride themselves on always answering roll-call, 
were forced to absent themselves on this occasion or lose 
their employment. All understand what that means. The 
extreme heat was, however, the greatest enemy, and though 
the Ist Brigade has suffered by its field day on May 12 its 
experience has served to increase the efficiency of the Na- 
tional Guard. Generals and colonels will hereafter see that 
their medical officers are properly equipped, and if engaged 
in an open field for a day's practice, proper shelter will be 

vided for the comfort of sick men. The loss of the 1st 
igade must be the gain of other organizations. 

Before closing this report we desire to refer to the extra- 
ordinary accounts of this drill made by our contemporaries 
of the daily press ; their great point being the fact that the 
men were ordered for duty with knapsacks and overcoats 
rolled. In actual service, even in mid summer, no soldier is 
allowed to go on duty without his overcoat and blanket, and 
the knapsack is the recognized receptacle for these articles. 
When the regiments of the Ist Brigade reached the parade 
ground on this occasion, which they did with but a very 
slight amount of marching or exposure to the sun, these 
knapsacks and rolled overcoats were doffed and the drill 
executed in undress uniform. One instance may show the 
great necessity of a soldier, regular or militia, being always 
provided against the weather. The park at which this drill 
was held is but a mile or two from the ocean --Coney Island— 
and on this afternoon one of the very worst storms broke in 
that section, and it is reported that several men were injured 
by a thunderbo't, etc., while hail and rain fellin sheets. Had 
this storm in its fury reached the parade ground—the shower 
at the review was its dying struggle—and found the men 
nnprovided with overcoats, it is safe to say that the sickness 
caused by the heat is light indeed, as compared with what 
might have followed a complete drenching of the men. Gen. 
Ward, or any other commanding officer, would indeed be 
open to censure had he neglected to order his command five 
or more miles from their quarters without overcoats. 


TurrTEENTH New York (BRooktyn).—Twenty-five or 
thirty years ago Brooklyn boasted of one crack regiment, 
now familiarly called the “Old 13th.” In those days the 
militiaman was 2 volunteer in ever sense of the word, for he 
not only devoted his time to the service, but purchased his 
own uniform, and, in a number of cases, even his musket, 
and freely paid for the hire of the drill-room or armory. The 
war of the Rebellion oo changed this system, and 
although the men are still volunteers, uniforms, arms and 
armories are furnished by the authorities. The war, too, 
increased the number of companies and regiments, and from 
the old command, baby after baby was born and grew to full 
maturity, each ready to vie with its parent and even to claim 
to be iis superior. The old organization, however, kept on 
the even tenor of its way, and though the youngsters were 
ripe and well able to provide for themselves, the parent still 
kept them in view, ever ready and willing to aid and assist 
them in case of need. ‘“‘The boy is father to the man,” is a 
very common adage, and of late years, in Brooklyn, a strong 
effort has been made to prove the assertion. The old regiment 
was, however, equal to the occasion, and though the babies 
had grown to manhood, were clean limbed, strong, and ready 
to assume all responsibilities, the parent was sti!l vigorous 
and ready to stand the brunt of any competition with his 
sons. He has within a few years past proved that he is still 
in the pride of his manhood, and to show what he could do, 
invited the youngsters as well as their sister organizations in 
New York city to visit the armory on Hanson place on May 
6, and there witness a full dress drill and review of the 13th, 
to be followed by a reception at which all might talk over 
the past and map out work for the future. This invitation 
was gladly accepted and the quarters of the regiment were 
filled to overflowing with soldiers and civilians all willing to 
accord a due meed of praise, and ready to uphold the dignity 
of the regiment. It was an old time occasion, and yet was 
fully appreciated by the youngsters. Early in the evening 
the entertained the guests with a choice selection of the 

pujar girs of the day, and at half-past eight o’clock assem- 
biy was sounded, adjutant’s call fifteen minutes later, when 
ten companies, sixteen full files were formed as a_ battalion. 
The formation was correct and the “‘ present ” to Col. Austen 
all that could be desired.

It was the old 13th before 
its colonel, and now, as well as in years gone by, each and 
every man seemed to know what would be ths consequence 
of his slightest falling off in the requirements of the occa- 
sion. Many of the present officers were in the ranks when 
the Genera! commanded the regiment, and it was plain to be 
seen that the A, B, C, inculcated by him, was not forgotten. 
It was a most trying ordeal, and well did the present com- 
mand satisfy its old commander. The passage was not equal 
to the inspection, for though the men made an excellent 
appearance, and the distances, considering the limited space 
for movements, were fairly accurate,the company officers were 
decidedly careless in saluting, some dropping the sword 
directly im front of the General and others after they had 
passed him. The reformation of the column of fours, the 
wheel into line, and the closing present were of the very best. 
After a rest a short battalion drill was held, the movements 
showing that ofticers and men had most thoroughly profited 
by the hard work of the past drill season. It had been freely 
announced that Col. Austen had perfected a series of move- 
ments, under the tactics (yet essentially his own), and the 
military spectators were most anxiously awaiting this exhibi- 
tion drill. They were, however, disappointed in seeing any- 
thing new, for the Austen innovation consisted merely of 
movements by wings, with changes by the flank and repeated 
passages, all very effective as a show to the outsider, but of 
not the slightest use as instruction to either officers or men, 
for the plain march in column of fours and company front 
would have covered the whole ground. Besides, the 
movements were not new, for on the 27th of April 
the 22d New York had performed the very same 
manceuvres—forced into them on account of the 
limited space of their armory. That these movements 
were excellently rendered none can deny, and we here com- 
pliment the officers and men of the 13th for accuracy in 
step, distances, and aligaments. The drill in the march- 
ing movements was fully up to what we expected, and 
deserves the warmest praise. The loadings and firings, 
too, were of the very best, and the volleys, whether by com- 
pany, rank, wing, or battalion, were all delivered in splendid 
style, not a motion being slurred nor an order overlooked. 
The 13th may well be proud of its proficiency in the execution 
of the loadings and firings. In the manual of arms, how- 
ever, the regiment seems to have a form of its own, the 
‘*‘ carry” from an ‘order’ being executed in three distinct 
motions, while the “support” from the “carry” and vice 
versa are executed in four motions, and these exceedingly 
slow. As executed, the men being taught the peculiar time 
and motions, this manual was excellently rendered. Yet it 
seems a pity that the time expended was not used in perfect- 
ing the men according to the recognized manual. At ten 
o'clock the regiment was dismissed and a programme of thir- 
teen dances was indulged in, much to the delight of the lady 
friends of the soldiers. As a whole the closing drill and re- 
ception of the 13th regiment was one of the most successful 
of the year, and will long be remembered by those present. 
Among the guests were the officers of the Brazilian corvette 
Guanabara, Generals Jourdan and Christensen and their 
staffs, the staff of Gen. Molineux, Col. McLeer and staff, 
14th regiment, the field of the 23d regiment, and officers of 
the several regiments of’the 1st and 2d Divisions. 





MAssACHUSETTS.—Owing to “ legislation,” the militia will 
not hereafter be subjected to the useless spring inspections.
